block copolymer, including stvrene and isoprene, in combination with approximately 70 to 
95 weight percent of a statne nonaromatic oil ; 

wherein each gelatinous elastomer is sufficiently compliant that when a compressive pressure 
of between approximately 10o\rams per square inch and approximately 3500 grams per square inch 
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
